A DRAFT OS THE CZAXt. 


John 0. Christian, a lawyer of Chi- 
cago, transacted the major portion of 
Mr. Honore's business during the dark 
days of 1873. Prior to the panic of 
1873, Mr. Honore held about $9,000,- 
000 or $10,00 », 000 of Chicago property, 
on which he owed about $5,000,000, 
and no man in Chicago had better 
credit. 
He carried a bank account in 
St. Louis, where he also had the con- 
fidence 
of the -wealthy capitalists. 
During the squeeze of 187:3, and near 
the first of the year, he was in St. 
Louis, and was in conversation with 
the President of the bank with which 
he did business.

Honore," said the banker, 
•yonr account is overdrawn here some 
$2,500, and as it is near the first of the 
year we would be exceedingly obliged 
if you would balance the same to-day." 


"It is impossible, and out of the 
question for me to do it to-day, and 
the probabilities are that it will be 
many more days before I can," re- 
turned Mr. Hoiiore; 


"Well," says the banker, '"can't you 
give a note, draw a draft, do some- 
thing, just so the book-keeper can bal- 
ance the books 


"Draw a draft! Who the d—1 would 


1 draw a draft on? I might as well 
telegraph the Czar of Paissia for funds 
as to draw a draft." 


"Well, Mr. Honore, draw a draft on 
the Czar; that will square the books, 
and that's the main thing just now." 


So, after some conversation, a sight 
draft for the amount was regularly 
drawn and started on its mission and 
the proper credit given Mr. Honore. 
The draft jjassed through, many bank- 
ing firms m this and the old country, 
and by the time it reached the Czar 
had many blue ribbons and feals be- 
longing to the different institutions 
through which it passed. 


It was presented to the Czar through 
one of his agents, who desired instruc- 
tions what to do with it. The Czar 
looked it over, but could not under- 
stand how he came to owe money to 
Mr. Honore, but as everything appeared 
regular he instructed that it be paid, 
but told his secretary to inform Mr. 
Honore the next time he drew a draft 
to send an itemized bill.

WASHISOTON, Jan. 28.—Among the 
bills introduced in the senate was one by 
Sherman to discontinue the coinage of 
the silver dollar and to provide for the 
purchase of silver bullion in bars of not 
less than four million ounces nor more 
than two million ouoces per month at its 
market price and tor the issue in pay- 
ment therefor of coin certificates of not 
less denominations that $10 each, the 
bullion to remain in the treasury as se- 
curity for the payment of the certifi- 
cates.

Mr. Weaver, of Iowa, introduced a 
bill providing for the organization of 
Oklahoma for allotment of homesteads 
tc Indians in severalty and to open up 
the unoccupied lands to actual settlers.

Being on the public calendar it 
may be called up for action at any time 
during the morning hour, an advantage 
which is not enjoyed by the specific Fitz 
John Porter bill, which is upon the pri- 
vate calendar.

Dr. ShirtleiT, a friend of Terry's,'to resist it 
forcibly. 
'1 he committei! undi rtook to arre.st 
him. 
He and Terry took refuge in a lawyer's 
office. The committee was heatied by a Mr. 
Hopkins. 
He called on Shirtleff to lay down 
his arms an<l surrender. He did so,af ler a par- 
ley. 
Chief Justice 
Terry 
was 
also 
armed. 
He gave 
up his gun, but just 
as 
Hopkins ap- 
proached him be 
plunged 
R bowie 
knife into his ueck. 
Hopkins fell, and 
Terry 
fled. In a 
few 
iuinut<vi the 
whole city was in 
uproar. 
A host of V 
men were howlincî 
for Terry's blood, 
and 
looking for 
him. 
Had 
they 
caught 
him he 
would never have 
lived to marry Sarah Altbea HiJL 


He wa.s ke])t concealed till Hopkins recov- 
ered, for it hapjiened that he did not die. 
Terry was then free again. 


The lender, of the Free Soil party was 
David C. Broderick. The fight increased in 
Intensity, 
All the prmcipal men of both 
parties went armed, not Imowing what mo- 
ment they might be shot in their tracks. 
It 
was a timo »vht^u men died with their 
boots on. 


Gwln had been elected to the United 


States senate by the aid of Broderick. I t was 
even said he had gone down upon his knees 
to the Free Soil leader. Be that as it may, he 
afterward 
became 
BroJerick's 
bitterest 
enemy. 
Broderick at length was elected 
senatoi- himself. He was popular with the 
people, lu a campaign speech he threatened 
to tell the secret negotiations whereby Qwin 
ha I l>een elected to tho senate 


Teii-y was set to quarrel with hito. A 
pre ext v\as easily found, and Terry chal- 
lenged him. A United State.s senator fight- 
ing a duel with a border ruflian is not an 
e<iiEyiug sight. 
It could hardly take place 
in our lime, though it happened less than 
thirty years ago, in 1859 


The two met. 
Broderick's 
pistol dis- 
charged prematurely. 
Terry saw this, but 
took deliberate aim and fired. Broderick 
died a few days after, in mortal agony. 
It 
was more a murder than a death in a duel. 


Broderick was not an original anti-davery 
man. 
He was a Douglas Democrat. But 
events developed him, as they did Abraham 
Lincoln and Grant. 
There are five national 
tragedies in the history of this country— he 
assa-ssination of Lincoln, the hanging of 
John Brown, the killing of Hamilton by 
Burr, the murder of Garfield and the shoot- 
ing of Brofierick by David S. Terry. 


Broderick's funeral was one of the largest 
ever seen in California. 
Terry fled. When 
his friends had prepared the way he came 
from his hiding place and demanded a fair 
triaL 
The day was fixed The jud^e was a 
friend of his. An hour before the time set 
Terry and the judge appeared. 
The clock 
wa<î sat ahead an hour, a form of waiting 
was gone through before the prosecuting at- 
torney and his witnesses 
appeared, and 
Terry was acquitted.

The lecturer 
stated that tho requirements of an arti- 
ieial light, in order to mako it oon- 
lucivo to health, wero that it should 
not be a source of impurity to tho at- 
mosphere; it should heat tho atmoa- 
phuve fis little as possible; it should bo 
i brilliimt bright light, and Rhould be 
perfectly steady, cleanly, and in no way 
a danger. Most of those requirements, 
lowever, were not met by the forms of 
artificial light muse; indeed, all lights 
which were dependent on combustion 
.t the burner wero sources of impurity 
;o the atmosphere and a danger to tha 
>nblu'. The electric incandescent lamp, 
10 pointed out, was the only light where 
;hev had perfect incandescence without 
.ppreuhiblo combustion in the lamp. 
It possessed all the health requirementa 
of an ftvtiflciftl light, such as an inappre- 
ciable heat, purity nnd brilliancy of 
color, stondiiiftss of light, and immunity 
from danger of fire. The lecturer, hav- 
ing shown by experiments the advan- 
tages of electric lighting over other il- 
luininants, concluded by tracing tha 
present depression in the electric mar- 
ket to the experimental nature of ihe 
earlier work, tho predjmlices of the
